Claim S (Original) The textile article according to claim 1 wherein the antiitiicrobial 
agent is a molecuiarly bound antimicrobial agent. 

Claim 6 (Original) The textile article according to claim 5 wherein the autimtcrobial 
agent is an organosilanc. 
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Claim 7 (Currently Amended) The textile article according to claim 6 wherein the 
antimicrobial agent is AEM 5700™ Octadgc ylaminodimeth vltrih vdroxvsi 1 vlpropvl 
Attimonium Chloride , 

Claim 8 (Orjgina]) The textile article accordijig to claim 1 wherein tJie fluid repellent 
is a fluorochemical. 

Claim 9 (Original) Tlie textile article according to claim 8 wherein the fluid repellent 
is also a soil repellent. 

Claim 10 (Currently Amended) The textile article according to claim 9 wherein the 
fluid repellent is gO> fYL 70^0™ a water based dispersion of fluorinated acrylic co-polvmer . 

CUiim 11 (Original) The textile article according to claim I wherein the textile article 
is a bedspread. 

Claim 12 (Original) The textile article according to claim 1 wherein the textile article 
i$ a drapery.

I wherein the finish 
includes a flame retardant. 

Claim 15 (Original) The textile article according to claim 34 wherein the flame 
retardant is a phosphonate. 

Claim 16 (Original) The textile article according to claim 15 wherein the flame 
retardant is a cyclic phosphonatc. 
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Claim 17 (Currently Amended) The textile articJe ajccording to claim 16 wlierein the 
fmisli mcludes Flame K o tardant 50 FLAME RETARDANT 50™ cyclic phosphonate flame 
retardant . 

Claim 18 (Currently Amended) The textile article according to claim 1 wherein the 
article is made from Trcvira CS TE^VTRA CS^" fibers of polyester incorporatingr oraamc 
t^hosphorous compomids . 

Claim 19 (Original) A textile article having flame resistant properties comprising 
a plurality of inherently flame resistant polyester fibers formed into a fabric, and 
a finish on the fabric including a cycEc phosphoiiate flame retardant, 
wherein the finish includes a molecularly bormd antimicrobial agent which is an 

organosilane, and a fluorochemical soil and fluid repeJlant^ and 

wherein the finished febric has a flame resistance that passes the standard method 

HFPA 701 - 1996 edition testing protocol. 

Claim 20 (Currently Amended) A textile article having flame resistant properties 
comprising 

a fabric consisting of a plurality of inlierently flame resistant fibers form e d into a 
fabric , and 

a finish on the fabric containing a fluorchemical;, a cyclic phosponate and an 
oi^anosilane.

a finish on the fabric,

more of an antimicrobial agent, a soil repellant and a fluid repellant. 

Claim 44 (New) A textile ardcje having flame resistant properties comprising 
a homogeneous mixture of inherently flame resistant fibers formed into a fabric, and a 
finish on tlie fibers of the fabric, wherein the finish imparts a property selected from the group 
consisting of one or more of antimicrobial, soil repellant and fluid repellant. 
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
